A HINTRESPECTING VACCINATION. 

AFRIKND of mine lately com- 
inuiiicated lo n)e the following 
hint on vaccination. Like myself, lie 
is not of the medical profession, but 
living in a populous neighbourhood 
iiear London, he practises vaccina- 
tion among his poor neighbours. 
Knowing his exertions in this way, 
I had written to liim for some in- 
formation on the subject. He re- 
marks, " One great point to attend 
to, is to take care that the matter 
is never taken later tlian the 5th or 
6th day, that is, while it is perteclly 
limpid, and I think it may be weil 
to vaccinate the other arm of the 
patient from the pustule on the first, 
as soon as matter can be well ob- 
tained. If the constitution is affected 
properly by the first vaccination, that is, 
if it be not a mere local inflammation, 
the second pustyle will not proceed 
through the same stages as the first, 
but after exhibiting a similar ap- 
pearance for a few days, will die 
away without forming eiiher a sore, 
or a large scab, as the true cow pox 
does. '1 he value of this mode con- 
sisis in its affording a decisive and 
actual proof, that the constitution has 
been affected iiy the first vaccination, 
as evinced by the pustule in the second 
arm exhibiting the appearances 1 
have mentioned, which l and many 
others have found uniformly to take 
place when the disorder "has been 
eifectually communicated." 1 hope 
this hint may uot be lost on tliose, 
who practise, though tliey are not of 
the profession, and that gentlemen of 
the faculty will not reject it, because 
it comes from JS'okMedicus.
